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THE  ART 
OF  CARL  ORFF

In  the  early  1950's  Orff's  "Carmina  Burana"  had  its  Western 
hemisphere  premiere  in  Santiago,  Chile,  I  was  in  my  freshman 
year  at  the  University  of  Chile,  and  I  will  never  forget  the 
impact  of  this  work  on  me  and  my  friends.  It  was  something  far 
beyond  music;  it  was  a  merging  of  music,  dance,  theater  and 
speech.  Moreover,  fate,  love,  lyricism,  lust,  earthy  pleasures,  the 
joys  and  sorrows  of  springtime  and  living  itself:  the  very  basic 
elements  of  life  were  expressed  there  in  a  splendid  combination. 
Time  barriers  seemed  to  disappear  and  we  seemed  to  be  merged 
with  the  students  of  some  medieval  university. 

For  us,  avid  readers  of  Hesse,  Camus  and  Neruda,  the  work 
instantly  expressed  our  ideals  and  desires  in  a  total  sensorial 
experience.  Yet  during  the  following  days  we  were  shocked  into 
disbelief  when  we  read  what  music  critics  and  especially  music 
academicians  had  to  say.  Almost  unanimously  the  work  was 
branded  as  frivolous,  trite,  repetitive,  something  suited  only  for 
the  unripe,  uneducated  taste  of  the  "collegiate  set." 

Through  the  years  I  have  done  an  intensive  study  of  Carl  Orff 
and  everywhere  I  have  found  the  same  reaction.  Orff  is  one  of 
the   most   performed   composers,  his  name  and  compositions 


attract  sold-out  audiences.  Performances  of  "Carmina  Burana" 
especially  are  unforgettable  experiences  that  inevitably  end  in 
standing  ovations— not  so  much  for  the  performers  as  for  the 
work  itself-and  this  work  has  remained  one  of  the  best  selling 
records  both  in  the  United  States  and  abroad. 

Yet  the  attitude  of  music  critics  and  music  academicians  has 
changed  very  little.  For  them,  Orff  is  still  an  outcast,  a  sort  of 
musical  renegade,  good  only  for  (and  one  can  almost  feel  the 
scorn  and  contempt  with  which  these  terms  are  written)  the 
unripe,  uneducated  taste  of  the  "collegiate"  or  "younger  set." 
And  Orff,  although  a  contemporary  by  every  standard,  is 
seldom  if  ever  performed  or  sponsored  by  "respectable" 
societies  of  contemporary  music.  Through  the  years  I  have  read 
virtually  hundreds  of  reviews  and  critical  commentaries  on  Orff 
and  some  of  them  I  have  found  so  poisonous  that  I  have 
prepared  a  sort  of  "Inveticon"  on  the  composer. 

An  analysis  of  Orff's  works  sheds  much  light  on  the  nature  of 
his  contribution  to  art  and  on  the  attacks  he  receives.  For  me, 
perhaps  the  most  significant  element  in  Orff's  work  is  the 
merging  of  the  arts  which  has  earned  for  him  the  nickname 
"contemporary  primitive."  This  term  as  generally  applied  to  his 
works  assumes  a  far  deeper  meaning  than  the  merely  musical 
one.  We  have  been  living,  at  least  up  to  the  present,  in  an  age  of 
increasing  specialization  and  compartmentalization.  A  man 
might  be  a  musician,  dancer,  actor,  painter  or  so  on.  In  such  a 
system  an  individual  may  collaborate  with  a  neighbor  in  the 
arts— yes,  that  may  be  all  right— but  he  does  not  dare  to  start  to 
mix  the  various  fields,  thereb/  disturbing  the  well-established 
boundaries.  In  the  ancient  world  the  opposite  was  true;  dance, 
acting,  speech,  music-making,  pantomime  and  so  on  were  parts 
of  one  integral  world  of  artistic  activity.  This  was  precisely  the 
concept  of  "musike"  in  ancient  Greece. 

In  my  opinion,  Orff  has  achieved  a  re-merging  of  the  arts  in  a 
magnificent  way.  What  we  see  of  his  output  in  terms  of  pure 
music  is  like  what  we  see  of  an  iceberg  above  the  water.  This  Is 
why  recordings  give  a  very  partial  and  pallid  view  of  the  total 
concept  and  scope  of  his  works.  For  Orff,  music  is  born  of 
language  and  poetry  and  becomes  an  inseparable  entity  with 
speech  delivery,  body  movements,  acting,  dance,  lights  and  so 
on.  This  can  well  be  illustrated  by  many  of  his  latest  works 
where  music  is  often  used  only  to  punctuate  in  a  very  sparse 
way,  almost  like  orchestral  percussive  sound  effects,  the  action 
that  is  taking  place  on  stage. 

In  this  merging  of  many  arts  Orff  has  gone  far  beyond 
operatic  works  where  what  goes  on  the  stage  is  generally 
subservient  to  the  melody  and  the  music.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
many  of  Orff's  works  are  in  a  way  sort  of  "happenings"  on 
stage,  with  a  well-defined  guideline  or  score.  In  all  the  criticisms 
I  have  read  of  Orff's  works  one  fact  stands  out  clearly:  with 
very  few  exceptions  most  critics  fall  time  and  again  into  the 
same  trap,  that  is,  for  them  Orff  is  only  a  musician,  a  composer, 
and  must  be  measured  and  gauged  Vv^ith  the  same  standard 
patterns  of  traditional  musical  criticism  that  are  applied  to 
Bach,  Beethoven  or  Stravinsky.  The  fact  that  he  has  gone  far 
beyond  the  field  of  music  and  merged  it  thoroughly  with 
theater,  dance,  speech  and  even  gymnastics  is  something  that  is 
either  totally  ignored  or  regarded  as  absolute  heresy.  This  is 
why,  in  my  opinion,  Orff's  works  can  only  be  judged  fairly  by  a 
critic  who  is  not  only  well  versed  in  music  and  opera  but  also 
well  versed  in  all  of  the  other  arts  that  Orff  makes  inseparable 
from  music,  a  sort  of  critic  of  the  future  (or  of  the  primitive 
past),  a  critic  that  in  our  compartmentalized  Western  milieu  has 
yet  to  be  developed.

What  do  we  do  at  Barnsdall? 


We  start  with  ourselves. 

We  look,  we  see.  We  paint  and  draw  the  world  around  us  and 
the  world  inside  us.  Our  children  put  their  hands  into 
everything.  They  learn  about  forms  and  shapes  by  making  pots 
and  plates  and  ceramic  murals.  They  learn  to  trust  their  own 
hands,  cutting  wood  and  linoleums,  printing  silk  screen  images, 
and  etching  zinc  plates  in  acid. 

We  let  them  test  the  winds  in  our  park  with  floating  and  flying 
shapes  they  design  and  decorate. 


We  put  instammatics  in  the  hands  of  five  year  olds  for  the  very 
first  time.  Our  eight  year  olds  learn  to  focus  a  super  8  camera  to 
see  the  world  in  motion.  At  ten  they  are  writing  scripts, 
directing,  acting,  editing . . .  using  the  movie  camera  to  tell  their 
own  story. 

We  use  technology  to  ceate  art.  We  are  studying  light  physics  to 
create  abstract  light  patterns.  In  an  abandoned  city  firehouse  we 
are  designing  an  environment  using  the  coherent  light  of  lasers 
and  we  are  making  our  own  holograms. 


We  have  made  a  sound  tunnel  We  have  brought  together 
teenagers  who  like  to  build,  sculptors,  designers,  musicians, 
electronic  technicians  and  computer  engineers  to  create  sounds 
which  move  in  space  down  a  40  foot  long  darkened  non-echoing 
chamber.  We  have  composed  a  new  musical  instntment  with  200 
speakers,  a  16  tape  system,  a  shift  register,  a  buchlabox,  and  a 
digital  computer. 


They've  built  their  own  environments,  from  lights  and  sounds, 
from  hexagonal  units,  from  inflated  plastic.

UNUSUAL  COMPOSITIONS  BY 
CARL  ORFF  DURING  AUGUST 

We  call  the  attention  of  our  listeners  to 
a  number  of  unusual  compositions  by 
Carl  Orff  to  be  presented  during  August, 
works  that  are  unavailable  on 
commercial  records,  at  least  in  the  U.S. 

Orff  has  recently  revised  his  famed 
Carmina  Burana  producing  a  score  for 
chorus,  two  pianos  and  small  percussion 
ensemble  so  this  work  may  be 
performed  by  small,  non-professional 
groups.  We  will  present  an  excellent 
performance  of  this  version  performed 
by  a  Los  Angeles  ensemble,  conducted 
by  G.  Malcom  Groher.  It  will  be 
preceded  by  samples  of  actual 
rehearsals. 

Also  to  be  presented  are  excerpts  of  the 
fascinating  play  "Die  Bernauerin," 
based  on  an  actual  episode  of  medieval 
Bavarian  history. 

"Astutuli"  and  "Ludus  de  Nato  ..." 
(Orff's  Christmas  story  for  grown-ups) 
have  not  been  recorded.  However,  Orff 
is  an  accomplished  actor  and  several 
times  has  read  in  public  the  script  of 
these  works  of  his,  playing  with  his 
voice  all  the  parts.  Carlos  Hagen  has 
obtained  from  Orff,  excerpts  of  his 
readings  of  "Astutuli"  and  the  complete 
reading  of  "Ludus  de  Nato  .  .  .  ". 

Carlos  Hagen  has  also  obtained  from  the 
Bavarian  Radio  a  recording  of  the  short 
work  based  on  poems  by  Schiller, 
"Nanie  und  Dithyrambe."  He  will  also 
be  presenting  programs  containing 
Orff's  earliest  work, 
"Cantus-Firmus-Satze,"  performed  by 
an  ensemble  from  Bellflower,  California, 
and  all  the  available  "Musica  Poetice,"  a 
body  of  compositions  that  contains  a 
number  of  striking  original 
compositions  by  Orff,  such  as  his 
powerful  "Omnia  Tempus  Habent," 
based  on  the  familiar  theme  from  the 
Ecclesiastes,  "To  everything  there  is  a 
season  .  .  ."

He  admonishes 
the  dead  and  gives  them  a 
sleeping  potion  that  returns 
them  back  to  their  eternal 
sleep.  He  then  takes  the 
moon  and  returns  it  to  its 
rightful  place  up  in  the 
heavens.

This  is  one  of  Orff's  most 
intensively  dramatic  works, 
inspired  in  a  tragic  episode  of 
Bavarian  history.  Young 
Duke  Albrecht  von 
Wittelsbach   (1401-1460)  falls 


in  love  with  Agnes  Bernauer, 
a  local  girl  of  humble  origin 
and  secretly  marries  her. 
Albrecht's  father,  reigning 
Duke  Ernst,  tries  every  means 
to  break  the  marriage,  but  to 
no  avail.  Infuriated,  he  sends 
Albrecht  away  in  a  military 
campaign.  During  his  absence 
he  conspires  with  the  local 
clergy  and  they  accuse  Agnes 
of  witchcraft.  Condemned  by 
the  aroused  citizenry,  Agnes 
is  drowned  in  the  Danube  (12 
October  1436).  Upon  his 
return,  and  learning  of  the 
tragedy,  Albrecht  swears 
revenge.  He  forms  an  army 
and  prepares  to  march  against 
his  own  father.  Approaching 
Muenchen,  a  messenger 
comes  to  tell  him  that  his 
father  has  just  died.  Albrecht 
is  now  the  ruler  of  Bavaria,  a 
young  and  brooding  widower. 
Inspired  in  this  tragic  story, 
Orff     has     composed     some 


fantastic  witches'  and 
people's  chorus  and 
dialogues,  all  of  an  immense 
dramatic  power.

Electronic  Magazine  is  no  more.  Carlos 
Hagen  has  produced  a  weekly  program 
under  this  title  for  over  two  years. 
Although  the  title  is  literally  correct,  it 
is  misleading  to  some  listeners  as  it 
conveys  the  idea  of  a  program  on 
electronic  music  or  technical  talk  on 
electronics.  Carlos  Hagen  covers  a  wide 
range  of  topics  in  his  programs  which 
are  fully  documented  with  actual 
recordings,  pertinent  readings  and  other 
such  materials.  In  view  of  the  nature  of 
the  program  we  are  giving  it  the  new 
title  of  "Spectrum." 

So  far  Carlos  Hagen  has  produced  nearly 
100  of  these  programs  and  many 
listeners  have  requested  re-broadcasts  of 
a  number  of  them.  He  also  has  a  backlog 
of  materials  to  produce  200  additional 
programs.  In  view  of  this,  "Spectrum" 
will  be  broadcast  once  a  week  in  the 
evening  and  again  on  Sunday  mornings. 
The  evening  programs  will  be  fully 
described  in  the  Folio.  The  Sunday 
morning  programs  may  be  re-broadcasts 
but  as  they  will  be  left  open  they  will 
mostly  present  new  programs  based  on 
current  events  and  new  productions  of 
Carlos  Hagen.  These  new  programs  will 
be  later  re-broadcast  in  the  evening  slots 
with   full   descriptions.

Since  World  War  II,  a  great  part  of  Orff's  efforts  have  been 
directed  to  his  "Schulwerk"  which  has  also  unleashed  against 
him  a  great  number  of  attacks.  To  promote  personal  ideas  of 
mixed  media  and  arts  in  one's  own  works,  well  .  .  .  that  may  be 
tolerated,  but  to  teach  these  ideas  to  the  younger  generations 
looks  very  dangerous  and  alarming,  especially  for  some 
conservative  critics  and  professorial  minds  who  feel  very  secure 
in  the  present  status  quo  and  who  firmly  believe  that  music, 
dance,  speech  or  acting  do  not  belong  together,  should  remain 
thoroughly  separated  and  can  only  be  practiced  or  understood 
by  a  selected  minority  after  many  years  of  traditional  studies.  In 
my  opinion,  one  of  the  greatest  contributions  of  Orff  as  a 
pedagogue  has  been  to  return  to  the  classroom  the  joys  of  active 
participation  in  a  total  merging  of  music,  speech,  dance,  drama 
and  gymnastics,  in  other  words,  his  "Schulwerk"  method. 

Also  some  interestinc  analogies  can  be  made  between  some 
of  Orff's  works  such  o-  his  trilogy  "Trionfi,"  (composed  of 
"Carmina  Burana,"  "Catulli  Carmina"  and  "Trionfo  di 
Afrodite")  and  modern  rock-and-roll  and  pop  music.  In  both 
cases  we  find  a  music  that  is  strongly  based  on  elenantal 
rhythms,  both  contain  passages  of  overwhelming  sound  volume, 
both  are  generally  rejected  by  the  older  people  but  widely 
accepted  by  the  young,  and  both  contain  jubilant  praises  for 
love,  spring,  and  hedonistic  pleasures  together  with  protests 
against  the  social  and  religious  mores  of  the  contemporary 
"Establishment."  Consider  as  an  example  the  medieval  poetry 
used  in  "Carmina  Burana."  The  work  is  burning  with  protest 
songs  and  jubilant  praises  of  love  and  hedonistic  pleasures. 

I  also  want  to  state  something  that  is  not  often  openly 
discussed,  but  which  is  ever  present  in  the  minds  of  many 
people  and  that  has  caused  many  vicious  "under  the  belt" 
attacks  against  Orff,  that  is,  the  fact  that  he  preferred  to  remain 
in  Germany  during  the  era  of  the  Third  Reich.  He  is  in  this 
aspect  the  oppostie  of  men  such  as  Bertold  Brecht,  Arnold 
Schoenberg  or  Alban  Berg,  men  who  after  World  War  II  became 
idols  of  the  liberal  intellectual  world,  something  that  was  often 
due  not  only  to  their  unquestionable  artistic  merits  but  also  to 
their  strong  political  views  during  the  1930's  and  1940's.  Thus, 
many  enemies  compared  Orff  with  those  fleeing  intellectuals 
and  branded  him  as  a  collaborator  of  the  regime  who  allegedly 
even  composed  music  for  its  political  aims. 

The  truth,  however,  is  that  Orff  had  many  disagreements  and 
conflicts  with  the  regime— he  even  suffered  some  considerable 
ostracism— and  today  a  definite  light  has  been  shed  on  this 
matter.  But  the  basic  reason  why  Orff  has  never  left  Bavaria  and 
why  he  seldom  travels— actually  he  dislikes  travel  or  any  move 
that  many  take  him  away  from  home— is  because  he  is  deeply 
rooted  and  attached  to  his  beloved  native  Bavaria.  There  is  a 
strong  parallel  in  this  case  with  the  attachment  that  Boris 
Pasternak  felt  for  his  native  Russian  countryside.  Although 
universalists  in  nature,  such  men  are  nurtured  by  a  daily 
communion  with  their  place  of  birth  and  residence;  such  men 
often  die  if  removed  from  their  natural  habitat.  In  this 
particular  respect  they  are  of  course  the  opposite  of  men  who 
like  to  travel  and  can  adjust  and  feel  at  home  in  almost  any 
place  of  the  world. 

In  conclusion,  I  feel  that  Orff's  works  and  his  "Schulwerk" 
represent  a  major  departure  from  the  stifled  patterns  most  of 
modern  music  seems  to  have  taken  of  late.  To  my  mind  come 
the  remarks  of  a  critic  who  recently  said:  The  academic 
composers  are  in  a  situation  not  unlike  that  of  some  modern 
philosophers  who  claim  that  the  classic  problems  of  man  are  not

of  interest  to  them,  and  confine  their  advance  speculation  to 
those  that  can  be  expressed  only  in  mathematical  terms.  The 
academic  composers  have  similarly  abandoned  the  attempt  to 
write  communicative,  emotionally  meaningful  music.  The 
academic  composers  have  thus  made  their  muse  a  barren, 
disapproving  spinster,  who  sits  scratching  small  patterns  in  the 
sand  before  her  lonely  cave." 

And  finally,  I  can  only  repeat  with  Leopold  Stokowski  that  I 
too  believe  that  in  the  future  history  of  music  the  works  of  Orff 
will  mark  a  major  turning  point  and  he  will  be  recognized  by 
future  generations  as  having  caused  a  major  departure  in  the 
development  of  the  art  of  music  and  of  the  associated  arts  as 
well.

while  sometimes  accompanied  by  a  brief 

pain,  is  most  sure  and  speedy." 

Saying  thus,  he  withdrew  from  his 
bag  of  wonders  a  long  cylindrical  glass 
tube  with  a  tiny  spindle  of  shiny  steel  at 
one  end,  and  a  plunger  at  the  other.  He 
pressed  the  spindle  into  a  bottle  held  in 
his  left  hand,  and  pressed  the  plunger  to 
discharge  a  few  drops  of  the  clear  liquid 
within.  Sponging  the  King's  extended 
arm,  he  pressed  the  spindle  to  the  skin 
and  prepared  to— apparently— puncture 
the  royal  skin! 

"Hold!  Hold,  for  God's  Sake!" 
screamed  a  voice  from  down  the  hall. 
Racing  around  a  corner,  his  long  robes 
flowing  behind,  the  Chief  Alchemist 
charged  into  the  Royal  Bedchamber. 
Halting  abruptly,  he  stepped  upon  his 
crimson  robe  and  so  fell  upon  his  face, 
rolling  ridiculously  to  the  foot  of  the 
King's  mahogany  bed. 

"What  manner  of  false  medicinal 
practice  is  this?"  shrieked  the  flushed 
Alchemist  as  he  staggered  to  his  feet. 
"What  blasphemy  against  Science,  and 
so  horrible  even  more  in  its  rash 
impudence  in  so  endangering  the  life  of 
our  most  beloved  King!" 

Reaching  out  two  long  bony  arms,  he 
grasped  the  cylinder  the  young 
chirurgeon  had  dared  touch  to  the 
King's  arm  and  flung  it  on  the  floor, 
from  the  left  hand  of  the  surprised 
doctor  and  dashed  it  against  the  wall. 

"So!"  he  challenged  the  now-stilled 
crowd  of  courtesans.  "So!"  he  glared  at 
his  confounded  Knig.  And  "So!"  he 
stared  balefully  at  the  trembling  young 
man,  who,  enraged,  had  begun  to  search 
in  his  bag  for  anotherbottle  of  the 
precious  fluid.  "You  would  endanger 
our  Lord  who  rules  our  land?  You 
would  accuse  our  King  of  harboring 
such  demons  as  sometimes  afflict  our 
peasants?  Fool!"  sneered  the  raging 
Alchemist. 

"My  Lords,"  he  beseeched  the 
assembled  courtesans,  "would  you  let 
this  ill-  meaning  fraud  attack  that  very 
King  whom  we  all  hold  so  near  and 
dear?
